An increase of 855,000 
the New York metropolitan 
compared with }840 will be hi 
in the -Rnrt post-war year, assumed 
to be 1846, to maintain thei eco¬ 
nomic activities of this area fon' a 
prosperous level, the Regional Plan 
Association declared yesterday. 
The estimate was based on a four¬ 
teen-month study of business and 
Industrial trends and prospects In 
the New York-New Jersey-Conn ec- 
ticut metropolitan region. 

The “key to the solution of the 
post-war employment problem,*’ 
according to the association, would 
be to-provide 280,000 of the; addi¬ 
tional jobs in manufacturing, whole¬ 
sale tr^de, finance, management 
and other activities that would fur¬ 
nish goods and services for persons 
living-outside the area. These 280,- 
000 jobs. It was declared, would 
generate the .additional purchasing 
power to make possible employ¬ 
ment of 575,000 more persons to 
retail trade, professions, construc¬ 
tion, local transportation and other 
service- activities within the region. 
-In a master table the association 
envisaged. In the metropolitan 
area, an employed total of 5,600,- 
t)00 persons out of a labor force of 
6,000,000, Compared with 5,700,000 
in 1040. The remainder Was ac¬ 
counted for by 200,080 who still 
would be unemployed (a drop of 
755,000 from the 1940 figure) and 
200,000 who still would be in the 
armed forces.
